1. WE BELIEVE MOST EFFECTIVE REPRESENTATIONS ON CODE WITH 
GOA AND GOP AUTHORITIES WOULD TAKE FORM OF GENERAL REITERA- 
TION OF U.S. REASONS FOR OPPOSING IT, WITH PRESENTATION 

MADE IN MANNER TO COUNTER ANY MISTAKEN PRESUMPTION THEY 
MIGHT HAVE (WHICH WE UNDERSTAND EXISTS WITH A NUMBER OF 
COUNTRIES FAVORING THE CODE) THAT, IN SPITE OF THE U.S. 

NEGATIVE VOTE AT GENEVA, THE U.S. CAN BE EXPECTED IN TIME 
TO COME TO A POSITION OF ACCEPTING THE CODE AND PROCEED 
WITH RATIFICATION. 

2. WE DO NOT BELIEVE AN APPROACH COUCHED IN TERMS OF A 
DIRECT ATTEMPT TO DISSUADE THE GOA AND GOP FROM ACTING 
ON THE CODE WOULD BE DESIRABLE NOR CONSISTENT WITH REF C, 

AND COULD BE COUNTERPRODUCTIVE. HOWEVER, WHILE SUPPORTING 
THE CODE, BOTH THE GOA AND GOP HAD PROBLEMS WITH A NUMBER 
OF ISSUES, EXPRESSED PRIVATELY BY THEIR DELEGATIONS TO 

U.S. DEL MEMBERS, AND, IN THE CASE OF THE GOA, IN ABSTEN- 
TIONS ON ALL VOTES ON KEY FREIGHT RATE PROVISIONS WHICH 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THEY REQUESTED TO HAVE PUT ON CONFERENCE RECORD. THIS, 
COUPLED WITH THEIR UNDERSTANDING THAT CODE WILL NOT OBTAIN 
UNIVERSAL ACCEPTANCE, MAY LEAD THEM AT LEAST TO GO SLOW 
POSITION IN EVALUATION OF DECISIONS TO SIGN AND RATIFY. 

3. POSTS SHOULD INDICATE REPRESENTATIONS ARE BEING MADE 
AT THIS TIME TO CLARIFY U.S. VIEWS ON THE CODE, AS ADOPTED, 

SINCE THERE WAS INSUFFICIENT TIME TO DO SO AT THE END OF 
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THE CONFERENCE. IN ADDITION, ADDRESSEES SHOULD, USING 
INFORMATION IN REFS D AND E (SPECIFICALLY ANNEXES A AND 
E OF THE LATTER), CONVEY TO LOCAL AUTHORITIES THAT THE U.S. 

HAS EVALUATED THE CODE FURTHER AND CANNOT ACCEPT CODE 
RULES ON IMPORTANT SUBSTANTIVE MATTERS. WE ALSO REMAIN 
FULLY CONVINCED OF THE INADEQUACIES OF THE ADOPTED TEXT. 

WE, THEREFORE, HAVE NO INTENTION OF BECOMING A PARTY 
TO THE CODE. YOU SHOULD ALSO POINT OUT THAT CONSIDERING 
THE NUMBER OF RESERVATIONS BY INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES ON 
SPECIFIC PROVISIONS OF THE CODE, THE U.S. STRONGLY 
BELIEVES ITS IMPLEMENTATION WOULD HAVE THE OPPOSITE 
EFFECT FROM ACHIEVEING A UNIFORM, WORLD-WIDE SYSTEM - IT 
WOULD LEAD TO DIFFERENT RULES IN DIFFERENT JURISDICTIONS 
AND IT IS UNCLEAR HOW CONFLICTS CAN BE RESOLVED. MOREOVER 
WE CONSIDER IT UNWORKABLE FROM THE STANDPOINT OF ACHIEVING 
THE OBJECTIVES AND BASIC PRINCIPLES SET FORTH IN THE 
PREAMBLE, E.G. FACILITATING THE ORDERLY EXPANSION OF 
WORLD SEABORNE TRADE, STIMULATING THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
REGULAR AND EFFICIENT LINER SERVICES, ETC. KISSINGER
